The Territory of New Mexico--Cow- 
boys und Cut-throats Kuling the 
Country— Deming, the Worst Towa 
in Amei:ica-~Robbery and Murder 
Kveryday Occurrences.

Near Ralston we encountered the 
first cow seen on the journey, 
we had from 

Paradise to Gebenna. is in 
the valley of ban Bernardino; Gehen- 
na is on the Rio Grande. Between 
the two lies the Desert of the Colora- 
do and the Plateau of the Sierra 
Madre. The night before we passed 
through Benson the stage coach from 
Tombstone had been stopped by two 
cowboys, who murdered the driver 
and one of the passengers, and then, 
being repuised by Wells-Fargo’s arm- 
messenger, fled to the hills. Ou 

xe following day they were tracked 
by the Sheriſt of the county, and him

The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. Section Twelve of said Act 
is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

The rules for deter- 
mining the competency of witnesses in 
civil actions are applicable also to crim- 
inal actions and proceedings, except as 
otherwise provided for in this Act. The 
party or parties injured shall in all cases 
be competent witnesses; the credibility 
of ail such witnesses shall be left to the 
jury, as in other cases.

Hints to Prospectors and Miners. 

The Enterprise considers impracti- 
cable the easy method of assaying 
with gunpowder,now going the rounds 
of the papers. That method consists 
in pulverising the ore, mouldiog it 
with wet guopowder intoa cone and 
then setting fre to the mixture, ob- 
taining a button of metal as a result. 
The Eaterprise says this plan will al- 


bo melted in that way. 

The Pioche Record warns miners 
not to try to pick out an unexploded 
giant powder cartridge from a drill 
hole. By taking a piece of giant 
powder cartridge and placing it in or 
over the hole containing the unexplod- 
ed cartridge, piliog a little dirt 
around it and then shooting it off, the 
concussion of the explosion will cause 
the cartridge in the hole to explode. 
There is only one objection to this 
method—there is no danger in it. 


The Nevada and Oregon Railroad. 

After Col. Moore's arrival from New 
York last evening, he stated to a 
Journal reporter, who interviewed him 
on the subject of the Nevada & Oregon 
Railroal, that he was prepared to 
carry out every agreement on his part, 
entered into with the Nevada & Ore- 
gon Railroad Company. Delays have 
occurred because of complications un- 
forseen and entirely unexpected by 
him, mainly due to new demands from 
the Company in Reno. He has or- 
dered $90,000 worth of rails, and has 


$250,000 in the bank, and is prepared 


to go ahead with the work just as soon 
as differences here are arranged. He 
will immediately consult with the 
Directors, hoping that everything will 
be satisfactorily adjusted.” 
Sawdust Killing the frout. 

Mr. Wasson, the acting Indian agent 
at Pyramid, says that unless the mill- 
men stop throwing sawdust into the 
Truckee river the trout will ultimately 
all be killed. He has seen many 
sickly looking fish caught at the res- 
ervation, and on examination the gills 
of such fish were always found to con- 
tain particles ot sawdust which had 
become lodged and produced a dis- 
eased condition. The sawdust is hurt- 
ing the fishery in another way by 
covering up the spawning beds. Trout 
have been entirely killed outin many 
New England streams by sawdust, 
aod the extinction of the noble spe- 
cies of trout in the Truckee is only a 
matter of time, if the throwing of 
sawdust into the river is not stopped. 
Large deposits of it have already 
formed at the mouth of the river.
